Vice-Admiral- Glossop, whose 
death occurred to-day, was.63 yeara 
of age. He was a midshipman.on 
H.M.S. Calliope at Samoa in 1889, 
and ten years later was a lieutenant 
on HMMS, Royalist. during the 
Samoan troubles of 1899. 

For his services in the war, he 
was given the C. B. decoration, as 
well as the sepauene Order of the 
Rising Sun (Third Class) and the 
order of Officer of the’ Legion of 
Honour.
